Unification of all the Chaf- 
fey Union High School District 
as proposed in the April 18 
election is opposed by the Board 
of Trustees of Ontario-Mont- 
clair Schoo] District. 

Unanimously the trustees vo- 
ted for a motion that read, 
‘The Board opposes unifica- 
tion of the total Chaffey Union 
High School District as prese 
ently proposed.’’ 

The proposal is the same as 
the one defeated by the voters 
April 20, 1965. 

Mrs. Mary Stern took the 
lead in opposition to the uni- 
fication proposal that would 
lump nine elementary and Chafe 
fey Union High Districts into 
one big district. 

*T see no benefit from the 
taxpayers’ standpoint,’’ Mrs. 
Stern said. 

She gave three reasons for 
her stand, possible change in 
the unification law by the leg- 
islature, no improvement inthe 
caliber of education in the O-M 
district and no financial bene- 


fit to the district, only loss of 
state aid and no major finan-e 
cial returns. 

One protest was voiced by 
Mrs. Alice Wiley to the sece 
ond point, educational improvee 
ment. She said she could not 
subscribe wholeheartedly to 
that because she felt there would 
be some educational advantage. 


The simple resolution oppos- 
ing the ‘‘total concept” of unie 
fication passed unanimously. 

Unification as such is not ope 
posed, Trustee Richard H, (Ric) 
Pearson pointed out, but the 
“large, unwieldly” district is 
objectionable, 


Two years ago the board was 
split and as a group remained 
Silent on the issue of unifi- 
cation, some for, some against 
the ballot, 

This year the proposal is the 
same as in 1965.Some financial 
details have changed, but the 
10-district welding into one with 
35,000 students as of today ree 
mains the same.

15 students suspended 
for food fights, fires 


Food fights, fires set in the 
cafeteria and in lockers, and 
general unruliness during 
Backwards Week on Mar. 10 
at Upland High School has ree 
sulted in the suspension of at 
least 15 students. 

Principal Thomas Glasheen 
said Monday that the student 
personnel service was review- 
ing individual cases as to the 
severity of the suspensions, and 
that continuing investiagation 
probably would result in ade 
ditional suspensions, 

On Friday, the fith day of 
Backward’s Week, the two noon 


luncheon periods were come 
bined. 
Mr. Glasheen said that an 


organized group of about 50 
Students in the cafeteria simule 
taneously threw food all over 
the cafeteria, with a diversione 
ary timing tactic conducted 
outside. All the students rose 
at one time, and it was all 
over at once, he said, 


However 7 or 8 “tire hot 
patches’? were placed on the 
cafeteria floor and ignited, 
leaving scorched spots, cause 
ing bad smells and smoke from 
the burning rubber. 

Two fires were started in 
lockers, with the contents de- 
stroyed, and about six lockers 
and contents begin damaged 
from the fire and smoke. 

Mr. Glasheen was unable to 
estimate the damage to proe 
perty, including loss of reve 


enue from the cafeteria sales, 
There were no personal ine 
juries, though some students’ 
clothes were smeared. 

After the luncheon hour, it 
was planned to have a rally 
at the football stadium, and 
many students went there, but 
they were told to report in three 
minutes to their classes and 
almost all did, Mr. Glasheen 
said, 

Out of 4 campus of some 2150 
students, he said not more than 
50 to 100 participated, with a 
‘‘bulk’’ of spectators being ine 
volved. 

A Backward’s dance Friday 
night was quiet without special 
event, and Mr. Glasheen said 
Monday was quiet, aided by the 
rain. 

The UHS principal said that 
athletic events would not be can- 
celled as was rumored, though 
he was concerned that some 
athletes were involved, 

He also indicated that the 
week-long build-up of events 
during Backward’s Week, with 
wild costumes and different 
events, was probably to be 
examined” ina ‘soulesearche 
ing” effort to determine the 
amount of time and attention 
to be devoted to the activity.

1. The Board on Mar. ? voted 
4 to 0 to “renew’? a Roller 
and Machinery insurance policy 
which never should have been 
presented for approval because 
the S«year policy expires July 1, 
1969, 

2. This Boiler and Machinery 
policy is in the amount of $1 
million with annual premiums 
of $1656 paid by the district to 
Wendell Close Insurance Co, 
of Ontario, Close then splits 
the “commission” $0.50 with 
Harold Hayes of Insurance 
Service Associates of Ontario 
and has since 1961, though the 
policy has been placed with 
Close only since a consolidation 
of policies in 1961, 

3. Draper-Waiton Insurance 
Co. of Upland has the district’s 
Money and Securities and the 
Employees Honesty policies, 
and not Empire Co, of Upland 
as reported to this newspaper 
by Trustee Paul Cushing after 
the Mar. 7 meeting. 

4. Bids on the Boiler and 
Machinery insurance policy 
were not sought (not because of 
its expiration tn 1969 which was 
unknown at the Mar, 7 meeting) 
but because it would cost some.

A recent incident of sewage 
back-flow in Upland has 
prompted a thorough investiga. 
tion of the city’s sewage syse 
tem, according to Doe White 
field, sanitation supervisor, 

The investigation stems from 
the Sunday, Feb, 26, flooding 
of a private home at 1595 N, 
Second Ave., where damage ree 
sulted when three inches of 
Sewage, entered the home via 
the tollets, and caused a claim 
nearing $1000 to be filed against 
the elity. 

The homeowner notified the 
Fire Department, which re- 
sponded with pumping equip. 
ment. Members of the Fire 
Department tn turn notified the 
Sanitation Department, when 
they discovered that the prob. 
lem involved anapparent block. 
age in the 8 Inch main sewer 
line on 2nd Ave,

One of the brighter aspects 
a the meeting was the audi- 
tor’s report that sales were uj 
by $26,000 and that pumping 
expenses had dropped $36,000 
from the prior year, and ree 
pairs had dropped by $10,000. 


Despite no land sales, which 
meant a loss of $36,000 income 
in 1966, the auditor said the 
net revenue was up by $13,000 
and operating expenses down by 
$91,000, making a tidy $104,- 
000 change for the better. 

He also reported that the 
State franchise tax problem has 
been settled quite well for $1700 
plus $500 interest for the years 
1960-61-62 when the state was 
trying to collect a total of $27,- 


000 plus 6% interest for these 
years, 

He also reported that water 
rates were raised from 50 to75 
a day inch and the assessments 
were increased from $10 to$12 
a year. This came about because 
of transfer of the revenue lands, 
Or gravel pits, to the landcom- 
pany. 

The land company became ef- 
fective Jan. 3 with 25,556 
shares, on a 4 to 1 basis with 
water shares. The land trans- 
ferred has a value of $1,400,- 
000, he said, with this 1966 ba. 
lance sheet still consolidated, 

Charles Thomas, water come 
pany manager, indicated that the 
Same directors would run the 
land company until the firstane 
nual meeting next March, but 
that no policy had been estab. 
lished as to land disposition. 

He said the vital, saleable 
land, about 300 acres, was left 
in the water company, that at 


Foothill and at 16th, for exame 
ple, But the land company had 
property possibly less saleable, 
which was under flood control, 
rock leases, or forestry COfie 
trol. 

He did report that 320 acres 
of land were sold to the forestry 
division, and is in escrow atthe 
present time, SA Water Co, 
holds the water rights, but the 
land was sold for $38,400, and 
drains into the San Gabriel 
valley area, 

President Pete Weiland said 
the water company was in good 
shape, that the area was excele 
lently situated for water which 
was ‘‘the best in SouthernCali- 
fornia,’’? and that the cost was 
one fourth to one fifth that of 
Feather River water. “Our wae 
ter position is good,’ he said, 

He defended the gravel pits by 
noting that in the past two heavy 
rains they were filled with wae 
ter. 


Mr. Weiland discussed two 
points that he saw as being of 
concern to San Antonio Water 
Co. 

One was the road to Mt, 
Baldy which Los Angeles Couns 
ty and the Water Co, hadagreed 
upon. He said the company had 
been paying taxes all during the 
years, and that LA had dumped 
dirt down embankments causing 
creek problems, He said the 
matter was being negotiated. 

He also discussed the Chino 
Basin Water Conservation Dis- 
trict, outlining its position as 
being only a part of the total 
Chino Basin district, that it 
might merge or add more area 
to it. 

He said the SA Water Come 
pany, and other agencies were 
conserving water adequately, 
and said “frankly, lcan’tfigure 
where adding will bring any 
benefit except to pay more 
taxes,” 


said the SA Water Co, 
ane was paying $60,000 in taxes 
compared to $15,000 a4 year ago. 

When questioned later in the 
meeting by Ontario Councilman 
Walter Stewart, Mr. Welland 
said his views were not that of 
the SA Water Company, but his 
own individual views, 

Mr. Weiland then referred to 
the ‘'$300,000 in cash” in the 
Water Conservation district and 
the $381,000 more in taxes” 
to be collected this year. 

‘What use, no one has dee 
Signated for this money, there 
are no plans,’’ he said, 

He said ‘‘We could consolle 
date and get results, now we 
are paying for a secretary and 
for an office and nothing is go- 
ing on.’ 

Mr, Stewart suggested that a 
study might be made by SanAne 
tonio Water Co, of the matter, 
and Mr. Weiland agreed this 
would be a good idea, .

Proposals te amend school 
district unification lows have 
won Suppart in principle from 
the State Board of Pduc ation, 


The Board acted on the Tre 
commendation of Associate 
State Supt. Ronald W, Cox, en.« 
dorsed by Sapt, Max Rafferty, 
that its posttion should be ‘to 
try to contrive some legishe- 
tien that will produce some 
more district unifications,’’ 

COX OUTLINED, and the 
hoard adopted, four general re- 
commendations for improving 
the present law: 


1, The incentive payment 
from the state to a unified dise 
trict should be doubled from 
the preseat $15 4 year per pue 
pil to $30, 


2. The incentive payment 
should continue to be given to a 
district that voted for unifica. 
tion, even when the unifieation 
is defeated by the vote in other 
districts, 


3. The present provision of 
law that existing high school 
districts iiay be divided only 
in “exceptional cireumstane 
ces” should be changed to ex. 
tablish speeific standards, Cox 
Suggested that the law might 
require that each part of the 
split district must have atleast 
10,000 pupils and that there 
shall be no more than a 10 pere 
cent difference in assessed yale 
uation per pupil between the 
parts, 


4. The present requirement 
for repeated elections might be 
dropped Lf it were made easy to 
petition for unification elece 
tions,

However, at the last 
meeting, the high school district threw out 
bidding procedures on two different seta af 
ingurance policies. 


Even more incredible was the fact that 
the renewed policies were approved in open 
meeting without the Board even noting the 
names of the insurance companies being 
awarded the renewal, The amounts of the 
policies were not stated, nor were the prem- 
fume to be pald mentioned, 


What this bolls down to in plain black 
and white terms is that the chairman of the 
insurance committee, Paul Cushing, along 
with Richard Allred, the other member of 
the committees, either have such confidence 
by the other three members of the Board 


Board is operating behind the scenes in 
secret and deliberately keeping basic ine 
formation from the public and press by 
not even bringing it up at the regular meet- 
ing. 


Either way, this can he 4 serious in- 
dictment against the operation of the Board, 
Paul Cushing, who is running for re-elece 
tion this year, has a good deal of explain- 
ing to do on the handling of insurance for 
the district. And so does Ben Allen, the 
President of the Board, who is a party to 
this appalling un-business-iike operation of 
the Board. 


What makes the whole thing really ridicu- 
lous is that one policy never should have

Past President defends 
United Fund position 


Mar, 11, 1967 


Editor, Upland News: 

Your editorial regarding the position of the Upland Red 
Cross Center, formerly the Upland Red Cross chapter, 
cast the United Fund as the Big, Bad Wolf. 

I think it is important for those who are confronted with 
the annual United Fund appeal to realize that the West End 
United Fund is a protective agency for contributors as much 
as it is a collection organization for up to 30 member agen- 
cles. 

One of the important functions of the United Fund ts to 
carefully scrutinize the budget requests of every agency 
to determine if what they want to spend is essential. 

I dare say that if your tax dollar were put to the same 
test as your United Fund charity dollar, your taxes would 
be reduced at least 25% and you would be getting twice the 
service for your money, 

In arriving at an allocation for each agency, the United 
Fund has to determine not only the essential needs of the 
individual agency but their importance in relation to the sere 
vices rendered by all the member agencies, 

This year almost 20% of the United Fund dollar going to 
agencies was allocated to the local Red Cross organization, 
In addition, the United Fund included in its campaign a spe- 
cial Red Cross national emergency appeal which received 
$4,000, money the local Red Cross would have had to seek 
in a special campaign. Not only did the United Fund save 
the contributor from an unnecessary solicitation, but it 
saved the Red Cross quite a bit of effort, permitting this 
energy to be expended on other important Red Cross funce 
tions instead, 

While the United Fund, through its constant scrutiny of 
agency activities, has long maintained that unification af 
the Upland and Ontario chapters would be more economical 
without seriously affecting service, it was the National 
Red Cross organization, not the United Fund, which dice 
tated that the chapters be joined, not only to each other 
but into one countywide organization, 

It was this one countywide organization that ended up 
submitting a budget request to the United Fund, How much 
of its funds is allotted to Upland for a service center is 
thus a matter between the Upland Red Cross organization 
and its county agency. 

The United Fund has made a valiant effort to meet the 
increased needs of its member agencies this year, but un- 
fortunately fell short of its bold goal, despite a record ine 
crease in contributions. Meeting the additional request of 
the Red Cross for funds would have made it necessary to 
penalize other agencies more, such as the Boy Scouts, 
Girl Scouts, Campfire Girls, Salvation Army, YMCA, Upe 
land Boys Club and others who serve the community. 

On the other hand, to allow each of these agencies to 
conduct ‘‘supplementary drives’’ of out and out solicitae 
tion for additional funds, as some seek to do, would be to 
defeat the purpose ofthe United Fund and destroy the faith 
the contributors have in its ‘‘one drive for all’? purpose. 

I can appreciate your loyalty to a hometown agency you 
feel is getting a ‘fraw deal’? from both its own higher ups 
and the United Fund, but believe me, when this agency’s 
needs are placed in context to the needs of its fellow agen- 
cies throughout the years, the Upland Red Cross has made 
out very well, and its share of the pie has no doubt been 


the envy of many of the others who have also served you 
well.
